While Defensive Driving courses are undoubtedly of 
considerable value - to individual drivers and to the public 
at large - it could be said that motor cyclists are required to 
drive defensively as a matter of course and that the saying 
“You have to assume that every other driver on the road is an 
idiot” is particularly heeded by them. 

Most motor cyclists recognise the fact that they have to be 
more aware of their surroundings - of the slippery road mark- 
ings, of the approaching intersection or of the guy who's. 
just about to open the door of his parked car - but it cert- 
ainly wouldn’t do any harm for some of us to attend either a 
Defensive Driving course or one of the specialist courses for 
motor cyclists which can be found in various parts of the 
country. 

But what Id like to see, instead of a big campaign to 
attract more voluntary applicants - who are likely to be 
pretty responsible sorts to begin with, is a tightening up of 
the practical side of obtaining a licence in the first place. 

To make sure everybody is aware of the art of defensive 
driving. 

Certainly, there are problems arising from this - time, 
manpower and. cost —and there’s the unpalatable aspect for 
some people of being forced to undergo something which 
might not be necessary. But making sure that people are at 
least competent drivers and riders won't infringe on personal 
liberty. One might even find that restrictive road legislation 
is unnecessary.

TITLE- 
PLOEN FOURTH 


Young Victorian Bultaco rider Gary Flood won $4000 
and a trip to the USA in a dramatic finish to the 1975 
Golden Breed ‘Mr Moto Cross’ series at Amaroo Park, 


Sydney, on August 31. 


Flood, riding a 250cc 
machine expertly tuned by 
his father, Bert, scored 
almost maximum points 
from the four heats of the 
final meeting to take the 
series by just eight points 
from Danish-born Per Klit- 
land (Yamaha 400). 

It was a day of mixed 
fortunes for Kiwi riders 
Peter Ploen and Brian 
Martin. Ploen, the New 
Zealand champion, was 
lying third before the meet- 
Ing and after coming 
second to Flood in the first 
heat on his SUZUKTRN 400, 
it seemed he would at least 
consolidate his overall 
position. But a tangle dur- 
ing the second heat caused 
him to retire and he did not 
figure in the results of the 
remaining two vital heats. 
Nevertheless, he finished a 
creditable fourth overall in 
the series. 

In addition, the nation- 
al champion won an 
A-grade event and came 
second to Geoff Worrell in 
two 125cc events. Ploen's 
performances in the small 
capacity events were parti- 
cularly creditable consider- 


ing that Worrell was 
mounted one one of the 
new Suzuki RM-S 125's 


while Ploen rode a stock 
TM 125. 

New Zealand's 125cc 
champion John Gibbons, 
now domiciled in Australia, 
finished third on both 
occasions. He was also 


tiding an RM-S 125 Suzuki. 


SECOND ON THE DAY 

Lower Hutt’s Brian 
Martin, no stranger to 
Australian circuits, rode 
well and consistently in the 
four main heats to come 
second overall on the day 
behind Flood. On a 400cc 
Malco formerly ridden by 
Klitland, Martin collected a 
third and three fourth 
places and conceded that 
he had “gone better this 
time". 

“They made alterations 
to the track for this one — 
it was slower In parts” he 
said. 

Klitland had come to the 
third and final round of the 
series with a commanding 
24-point lead over Flood, 
but also suffering the after 


affects of a dislocated 
shoulder suffered five 
weeks previously. This 


slowed him down enough 
to enable Flood to whittle 
away his lead. 

With only one six-lap 
heat remaining, Klitland 
was still eight points ahead 
and only had to finish third 
behind Flood to win the 
series. But he collided with 
a fallen rider on the first 
corner of the final heat and 
finished 11th. 

Flood stormed into the 
lead of heat one ahead of 
Ploen and while Klitland 
tried unsuccessfully for the 
full six laps to get around 
the New Zealander, Flood

MX title 


Suzuki's bid to take triple world moto cross crowns ended 
in Finland at the penultimate round of the 250cc champion- 
ships. Belgian Harry Everts rode his works Puch to third 
and fourth places in Finland to secure the title while 
Suzuki's challenger Willie Bauer (West Germany) finished 
fifth in the first heat and retired from the second, thus losing 
any chance of winning the championship. 


———————— 
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Suzuki have already 
secured the 500 and 125cc 
world titles. Bauer was in 
with a chance to take the 
250cc title but after retiring, 
exhausted, in the second leg 
of the previous round in 
Sweden, he needed to do 
well in Finland. 

After the Finnish round, 
even Bauer's second place 
was in jeopardy. Only 
eight points separated him 
from Adolf Weil (Maico), 
Hans Maisch (Maico), and 
Hakan Andersson (Yamaha). 

The Finnish round saw the 
return of reigning 250cc 
champion Gennady Moisseev 
(KTM) to the winner's 
circle after breaking his arm 
earlier in the season. He 
won the first leg from local 
ace Heikki Mikkola (Husq- 
varna) and Everts. But 
Mikkola was not eligible for 
250cc points as he is a 500cc 
class contender so Everts 
took the points for second 
place. 

Andersson and Torao 
Suzuki, also Yamaha mount- 
ed, headed off Mikkola in 
the second heat. 

Results of the final round 
of the 250cc championships 
were not available as this 
issue went to press.

Race Titles Decided 


Giacomo Agostini, the Italian multi world champion, 
finally broke the MV Agusta stranglehold on the World 
500cc road race title by taking his Yamaha to second place 
in the Czechoslovakian GP in August, 


MV's 17-year reign of the 
500cc title ended, however, 
in a glory of sorts. Agostini 
only had to finish in the 
first seven to secure the title 
so he didn’t produce any 
fireworks. But Phil Read, 
the MV champion, and the 
two Suzuki works riders 
Barry Sheene and Teppi 
Lansivuori put on a godd 
show for the crowd. 

Read led for the first 
few laps but then Sheene 
moved up and the two Brit- 
ishers battled wheel to 
wheel, the superior power of 
the Suzuki showing on the 
straights but Read’s ear’ 
oling coming through on the 
corners, 

Then Sheene’s bike quit 
and Lansivuori moved up to 
do battle with Read. 

Again, the Suzuki. challenge 


faded when Lansivuori was 
forcedl to retire with only 
a few laps remaining. 

Read won, but Agostini 
came home more than a min+ 
ute behind him to clinch the 
championship. 

Venezuelan wonder boy 
Johnny Cecotto took the 
350cc title from Agostini at 
the same meeting, even 
though neither rider figured 
in the results. Cecotto, 
riding a private Yamaha, 
seemed to have victory in 
Czechoslovakia in the bag as 
Agostini was a none starter. 

He went immediately into 
the lead but had to retire a 
few laps later when his gear 
lever broke off. However, he 
has accumulated enough 
points to give him the title - 
at his first attempt - without 
having to contest the Yugos-

The Marlborough Motorcycle Club held its annual Peter 
Brown Memorial Trophy scramble on its Hogg Swamp 
circuit, 18 miles south of Blenheim, on the 7th September. 


The meeting, which is held 
asa St. John Ambulance 
benefit meeting, had the * 
prize money bumped up 
$500 this year, a factor 
which attracted riders from 
all parts of the country. 

About 85 riders turned up 
amongst them such well 
known names as Boyle, 
Goodfellow, Norris, Staplet- 
on, and Carpenter.

The first qualifying races

Southerner Graham

his qualifying race. Staplet- 
on, who the night before had 
badly injured his hand when 

an aerosol can blew up, was 
taken off to hospital (by St.

If you want to make the biggest possible impact, ride a 
traffic patrol bike down the street dressed in casual riding 
gear. The reaction is better than if you raced down the 
main street at 90 miles an hour on a TZ750 Yamaha racer. 
Heads turn, people fall over themselves in the efforts to get 
out of the way and the traffic really behaves itself. 


It seems that, even if you 
are not wearing accepted 
Transport Department 
clothing, people are still 
suspicious. We've heard of 
plain clothes car patrols so 
why not plain clothes cycle 
patrols? 

Sounds ridiculous, 
doesn't it? But that it the 
only reasonable explanat- 
jon | can come up with after 
testing the latest Honda 
CB-750P patrol bike. 

A strange subject for a 
road test, you might think. 
Maybe it is, but it's inter- 
esting, too. It all came 
about when | was reporting 
the third round of the New 
Zealand trials champion- 
ship at Little River, near 
Christchurch, Allan Oliver, 
the South Island supervisor 
of Blue Wing Honda, is a 
keen trialist so | decided to 
put the hard word on him 
for a burst on the Honda 
1000 being displayed 
throughout the country. 

Unfortunately, there was 
something missing from 
the giant Honda's internals 
which made this imposs- 
ible. It seemed that all 
Honda's new models — the 
TL250 trials, 400 four and 
500 twin — would not be 
available until November or 
thereabouts. We went our 
separate ways but my

STANDARD MOTOR 


Contrary to what one 
might expect, the 736 c.c, 
overhead camshaft, four- 
cylinder engine is Identical 
to that used in the normal 
CB-750 roadster. The only 
advantage In performance 
the patrol! model will have 
over a standard machine 
will be a direct result of 
tuning and maintenance, 

Actually, the patrol 
model, when it is fully 
equipped with windscreen 
and large pannier bags as 
well as other special equip- 
ment, could be easily out- 
paced by a_ standard 
machine. However, the 
engine — with 67 brake 
horsepower on tap at 8000 
r.p.m. — Is still capable of 
sending the patrol bike 
through a standing quarter- 
mile in less than 13 sec. 
Top speed is more than’ 
100mph 

If there are a few motor- 
cycles which can better 
this performance, there are 
even fewer cars. And it will 
be cars which riders of the 
patrol bike will be mainly 


“concerned with. 


The CB-750P is a little 
too heavy and cumbersome 
for city work — it tips the 
scales at 542\bs, 61lbs 
more than the standard 
roadster. But it is by no 
means unmanageable. It is 
clearly intended for patrol 
duty on the open road and 
here it comes into its own. 
It has rapid acceleration 
and the extra weight does 
not appear to adversely 
affect its handling at all. 

One would expect the 
centre of gravity to be 
raised by such items as the 
siren, crash bars front and 
rear and the rear document 
case (complete with light). 
If it has been, it is imposs- 
ible to detect. 


HEAVY BIKE 


During the test period, 
the patrol Honda displayed 
excellent road holding and 
the considerable weight of 
the bike was no problem 
when changing direction at 
speed. The suspension 
gave a firm but comfortable 
tide, absorbing  irregul- 
arities in the road surface 
well. 

The seat, although 
shortened to allow space 
for the document case, is 
supremely comfortable and 
the riding position ideal for 
a 6ft-rider. 

The one thing which | 
disliked about the Honda 


getting a tow from some- 
body who had omitted to 
take up the slack in the tow 
rope before moving off. 

The brakes, hydraulic 
disc at the front and 
internal expanding shoe 
unit at the rear, are efficient 
and fade free. 

The rev counter on the 
standard Honda has been 
dispensed with and in its 
place is a large jewelled 
speedometer. The needle 
can be locked on any speed 
with the touch of a button 
on the left handlebar. 
Marked on the speedo- 
meter are the speed limits 
for each gear: 60 kilo- 
metres an hour for first, 90 
for second, 120 for third, 
150 for fourth and 170 for 
top. 

The gearbox is the very 
smooth standard unit used 
on all large Hondas. 

The mechanical siren is 
operated by a second lever 
on the left handlebar. No 
test of a patrol bike would 
be complete without trying 
the siren and the red flash- 
ing lights. A trip into the 
country was clearly called 
for and so, under the 
watchful eyes of one black 
and white cow and a flock 
of sheep, the warning 
equipment was operated. 
Not surprisingly, it was all 
rather an anti-climax. The 
siren sounds rather mellow 
from the rider's seat. And 
one cannot even see the 
flashing red lights. 
Obviously, they are intend- 
ed to Impress the traffic 
offender rather than the 
traffic officer. 

Electric and kick starters 
are standard equipment. 

Basically, the patrol 
machine is very similar in 
handling and performance 
to the standard model from 
which it is derived. It Is a 
solid, dependable and fast 
machine with all the equip- 
ment the most demand of 
traffic officers could 
desire. Machines of this 
type are certain to be seen 
on New Zealand roads In 
increasing numbers before 
very long. ;

If you still think that all small capacity commuter motor 
cycles are staid, purely practical, never-give-it-a-second- 
glance type forms of everyday transport, take another 


look at what's available today. 


For those that want 
them, there are still the 
step-through’s and pressed 
steel frame models on offer 
— and very popular they 
are, too — but if you're 
after something a little 
more exciting to go to work 

_on, there are some excell- 
ent commuter/ sports 
machines available. 

The Kawasaki 100G7T 
stands out as a prime 
example of the breed. 
Sporty, attractive and every 
mmch a true motor cycle, 
this peppy lightweight 
_ Nevertheless possesses the 
virtues which appeal to the 
commuter — economy, 
dependability and  con- 
venience. 

Kawasaki's public Image 
isn’t exactly one of ‘a bike 
for the masses’ although 
the introduction of the KZ 
400 was a big step towards 
giving the marque a wider 
appeal. Right through the 
range, from the mighty Zl 
900 to the smaller trail 
models such as the KS 125, 
the Kawasakis tend to 
make the heart pump a 
little faster, the imaginat- 
jon run a little wilder. 

It's a mood which has 
been carefully fostered by 
the factory, who no doubt 
believe that motor cyclists 
are generally more advent- 
urous than those who 
prefer to confine them- 
selves in walls of steel as 
they choke up city streets 
during the rush hour or 
hide from the sun on their 
way to the beach. 

The G7T reflects this 
Image within Its class, 
although in New Zealand 
the class Is rather a mixed 
bag. As a 100cc single 
cylinder machine Mt 
competes for sales with 
Honda's CB 100, Suzuki's 
A80/A100 and Yamaha's 


YB 100, These factories 


also market 125cc models | 


which might also be con- 
sidered competition. 


SPORTY 
Appearance-wise, the 
Kawasaki is the sportiest 
looking of the bunch. The 
bright red paintwork which

adorns the tank, side 
covers, rear shock covers, 
headlamp assembly and 
fork covers is first class 
and is well complemented 
by the striking black 
Kawasaki motif and pin 


striping on the gas tank. 
The long seat and tank give 
it a lean look and the full 
twin-cradle pipe frame 
presents the bike as a 
scaled down version of its 
bigger brothers rather than 
as an oversized scooter. 
Still, the fact remains 


that the G7T is competing 
for sales in the commuter 
market so its capabilities 
as a commuter machine 
should be examined. 


Economy of operation is 
an important consideration 
in assessing ‘commuter- 
bility’. During the period of 
our test, the little Kwaka 
which we obtained through 
the Hutt Motorcycle Centre 
returned an average of 80 
miles per gallon. Without 
elaborating on the Issue 
too much we can Say that 
this would be about the 
minimum one could 
expect. Under ordinary 
usage the figure is more 
likely to be around the 100 
mpg mark. 

Contrary to what Is print- 
ed in the handbook, how- 
ever, premium grade fuel is 
required, not regular. It 
seems the regular gas in 
New Zealand Is of a lower 
octane rating than that 
available in other parts of 
the world. 

That snazzy gas_ tank 
holds 10 litres (2.2 gallons) 
of fuel which means the 
bike should cover at least 
175 miles of mixed usage 
before running out. One of 
the 10 litres Is held in 
reserve. 

We didn’t need to add oil 
during the period of our 
test. Oil is injected into the 
induction system from 1.4 
litre tank which contains a 
level check window. 

Dependability is import- 
ant too, if you're leaving it 
to the last minute before 
scampering off to work. 
Again, the G7T scores well. 
It never missed a beat, 
whether pottering through 
city-streets or winding it 
out on the motorway. 


Cold or warm, the engine 


fires up first time. Aftera 
cold, wet night in the open, 
all that was required was to 
turn the handlebar- 
mounted choke lever, tum 
on the gas and Ignition and 
kick. Once was enough and 
after a couple of minutes 


r from Kawasaki 


warming up, the choke 
could be returned to the 
fully open position. 

The ignition switch is 
conveniently mounted 
alongside the speedometer 
and the choke lever has 
directions engraved on it to 
prevent possible confusion 
as to whether it is on or off. 

Once moving, the bike 
quickly settles into its rout- 
ine. Riding position is 
good and the big dual seat 
is comfortable but the rear 
of the gas tank could merge 
better with the seat. The 
corners tended to irritate 
the rider's thighs. 


FIVE SPEEDS 

Selecting neutral is no 
problem, even from cold, 
because it's located at the 
very bottom of the gear 
lever movement. From 
there, it's five gears up. A 
bit of clutch slip is required 
when starting off because 
the two-stroke motor is the 
type that thrives on revs. 
It's quite a jump to second 
ratio, too, so that you tend 
to wring its neck in first if 
you want a quick getaway. 
There's about a 20 km/h 
maximum increase in 
speeds through the gears, 
Starting with 35 km/h in 
first but as momentum 
builds up the ratios feel 
closer. 

The motor itself is a 
rotary disc valve, two- 
stroke single cylinder unit 


which displaces 99cc. The 
piston travels 51.8mm 
within a cast iron cylinder 
which has a bore diameter 
of 49.5mm. It has an alloy 
cylinder head. 

The 19mm Mikuni 
carburettor is mounted 
behind the right hand side 
cover and breathes through 
a polyurethane air filter 
which occupies the space 
behind the cylinder where a 
carb is sited on a more 


conventionally arranged 
system. Kawasaki have had 
great success with their 
disc valve carburetion. The 
G7T is their only street 
model currently retaining 
the system, although their 
100, 125, 175 and 350cc 
trail bikes are similarly 
equipped. The Yamaha YB 
100 and the Suzuki A80 and 
A100 models also have 
rotary disc valve induction 
while the Honda, of course,

has the 
stroke, 
engine. 

Ignition of the G7T is by 
Magneto and _ contact 
breaker points. 

The performance is quite 
remarkable for a machine 
of such small capacity. It 
would be quite in order to 
call it the ‘Jeckyll and 
Hyde' of the commuter 
crowd. We didn’t record 
any acceleration times but 
it was certainly brisk. And 
it was topped off by a 
maximum attainable speed 
(by an 11% stone rider) of 
just over 105 km/h (about 
65 mph). This was achieved 
in calm, dry conditions, 
with the rider in normal 
riding position. 

We're not willing to give 
an estimated flat out speed 
and the idea of laying full 
stretch on the seat and tank | 
on what Is basically a town 
bike, simply to obtain a 
maximum indicated speed 
doesn't really appeal to us. 

The factory quotes a 
maximum power output of 
11.5 hp at 8000 rpm, with a 
maximum torque of 1.07 
kg/m at 7000 rpm. Both 
power and torque are 
greater than those of the 
Yamaha, Suzuki and Honda 
equivalents but they are 
delivered correspondingly 
higher up the scale of revs. 
Nevertheless, the G7T was 
found to be perfectly 
acceptable in slow, uphill 
traffic around Wellington, 
despite its small capacity, 
and performed its duties 
with a minimum of clutch 
slip. 

Gear lever movement Is 
slight and movement on 
the test bike was smooth 
apart from the shift from 
fourth to top, which was 
stubborn enough to result 
In a couple of missed 
shifts. From the feel of the 
clutch compared to that of 
another G7T, we would say 
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Grinter Wins At Dunedin 


Hamilton's Peter Grinter (Ossa) drew alongside national 
trials championship leader Greg Power (Yamaha, Welling- 
ton) in the points table after an exciting fourth round in 
Dunedin. With two rounds remaining, Grinter staved off 
Power to win the fourth round by just eight points over the 


two days of the trial. 


Having his first national 
outing on his new TY 175 
Yamaha, Christchurch’s 
Bruce Mitchell came third, 
with Wellington's Neil 
Harris a stone throw away 
in fourth. 

Dunedin organisers ex- 
celled themselves with a 
great range of testing 
observed sections which 
fully extended the fifty

competitors. 

Last year the bias was 
towards the mud-on-the- 
hill type for the first day. 
Two features caused this 
— wet weather and the 
chosen trials! property 
itself. 

There was no such mis- 
take this year. A great 
proportion of the sections, 
though, wound through 
trees on muddy banks 
where wheel grip and the 
‘nth’ degree of delicacy in 


throttle control yielded 
good results for the most 
skilful. 

As a nice contrast, a 
rocky stream bed contained 
the remainder of the day's 
sections. 

Two observed sections in 
particular caused the most 
havoc in the rider's score 
sheets. 

The first was just a plain 
uphill blast to a small

plateau then an adverse 
cambered approach to a 
small log at the apex of the 
climb. This was_ tricky 
enough for the first comers 
when the grass afforded 
some stability. But the 
dampness of the overhang- 
ing trees generated a sticky 
muddy base on which 
gravity took its toll. 

The section was altered 
after the second round to 
make it a little easier but 
even so almost forty of the 
fifty riders scored maxi- 
mum points here. 

Best rides were from 
Grinter and Harris, losing 
ten and eleven points res- 
pectively, followed by 
Power and Mitchell with 
John Shand, having his 
best ride for some time, 
also doing well. 

Most riders found that a 
great deal of nerve and 
power in equal qualities, 
was needed to get to the 
crest of the hill and that 
darned little log often was 
the final straw. 

The other knotty section 
was full of ups and downs. 
Riders facial expressions 
on these descents, whilst 
entertaining to the 
onlookers, are also an 
accurate guide to the 
abruptness of the gradient. 
Using this yardstick this 
section was very steep! 

As if to make sure that 
there would be no 
complaints of “easy” 
observed sections, the 
organisers had _ thought- 
fully provided a chunky log 
at the final climb to the 
exit. 

Grinter was outstanding 
here losing only six points. 
The only other group to 
make any sort of showina 
were Messrs Harris, 
Mitchell, Power and Paul 
Swift (Suzuki), some ten 
points away. 

For the rest it was sheer 
purgatory and entertain- 
ment for the spectators. 
Many competitors did not 
get as far as being able to 
put their front wheel over 
the exit log all day. 

The second day, in 
quarry surroundings had a 
whole group of magnificent 
rocky uphill sections — 
loose, angular rocks that 
rolled away from skittering 
wheels. 


There were a few muddy

ones, “too — clay this time, 
to add to the lessons of the 
previous day. 

Straight away Grinter 
squandered a “five” on his 
very first section when he 
rode outside the boundary 
flags. However, this was 
one of the very few 
mistakes he made all day. 

Power rode in his usual 
exuberant style, scattering 
spectators, observers and 
other riders when he un- 
expectedly came across 
them. But he did not 
possess his usual finess 
which might have won the 
day — and the trial. 

Mitchell showed what a 
175 Yamaha could do, rode 
exceptionally well in most 
sections but blotted his 
copy book noticeably in the 
muddiest section of the 
day which had a clay bank 
as an exit. 

The classical observed 
section in the quarry itself 
was a straight climb over 
loose rocks for about fifty 
yards then an ‘S’ bend 
round a rock pinnacle lead- 
ing to a goat track to the 
exit. Powerful riding was 
needed to surmount the 
moving rocks and then 
precision riding to track the 
bike around the rock turn 
without falling over the 
side. 

This section wasn't 
everyone’s cup of tea. 
Power and Grinter shone 
here, losing only one and 
two points respectively. 
Mitchell and Swift were 
next best half a dozen — 
points away while Harris 
lost a disastrous fifteen 


points.

once in Symonds St. Then 
you switched off and the 
engine would run-on long 
enough to get you into 
town. Brakes? Go through 
all the motions of a panic 
stop and all it would do is 
pause slightly and say 


fuled out those little 
two-strokes. I'm 6ft 1in and 
weigh 15-stone. On a little 
bike | look silly. | feel even 
sillier. 

So | started at the top. A 
Kawasaki 900 cafe racer; 


platic guards, fairings, 
glass tanks, racing seat, 
megaphone exhausts, 
tweaked engine . . . $3500! 


| started working down. 
Eventually a Honda 500 
four-cylinder showed up, 
second hand. Very second 
hand. It had been crashed 
and required a lot of 
coercion with hydraulic 
jacks and chains to get it 
road-worthy. The price was 
right. 

Now by modern stand- 
ards the Honda isn't a fast 
bike. But by Royal Enfield 
Bullet standards it's 
phenomenal. Like stepping 
out of a Model A Ford into 


a Ferrari. Talking about 
performance is a bit anti- 
social. Let's just say that 


on the motorway it can 
exceed the speed limit with 
ease in second gear. It has 
five. Despite four gigantic 
carburettors it gets better 
than 40 miles to the gallon. 

Brakes? Squeeze the 
front brake too hard and 
you can find yourself run- 
ning along the road In front 
of the bike! 

There are other 
differences. Like an electric 
Starter and blinkers, And 
four exhaust pipes (at close 
to $40 each) Instead of only 
one to get smashed up 
when you fall off, 

Otherwise It's the same 
old Story. You get insects 
in the teeth. And despite 
boots, leggings, jacket, 
Gloves, and helmet you stil 
Sometimes got a bit damp, 


of them waiting at traffic 
lights. It's quite legal as” 
long as you stay in a lane 
and there's almost always 
room. Maybe..they. don't 
like you jumping half a 
block on them when the 
lights change to green and 
clearing the next set before 
they turn red. 

Whatever it is, they give 
you a hard time. It's point- 
less, because you're a mile 
ahead of them before they 
can even think about 
springing their second 
attack. But they will still try 
to prove their divine right to 
the plece of road you are 
on. It's worst on motor- 
ways where you soon learn 
that cars travelling at 50 
mph create a _ certain 
amount of turbulence. It 
tries to rip the clothes off 
your back and buffets the 
bike all over the road. 

But when the cars leave 
you alone you have a lot of 
fun on a bike. There's a 
responsiveness in the 
controls that has dis- 
appeared in the modem 
“slushomatic” and a sense 
of freedom and excitement 
that only the very best of 
thoroughbred four- 
wheelers can approach. 

Meanwhile you soon 
start to make an enemy of 
your local service station, 
which can see Its profits 
remaining in your tank.

OLSENS WORLD 5 SPEEDWAY TITLE 


Danish ace Ole Olsen won the World Speedway champion- 


ship for the second time at Wembley, Eagland, on September 
6. And he did it decisively, earning a maximum of 15 points 
by winning each of his five heats. 


The reigning champion 
Sweden's Anders Michanek 
dropped two points to Olsen 
in his opening race, but won 
his remaining heats to finish 
second. 

New Zealand’s |van Maug- 
er, chasing his fifth world 
championship title, was 
beaten in a run-off for third 
by Britain’s John Louis. 
Mauger was beaten by 
Olsen and Michanek in his 
first heat and is believed to 
have gone down to Louis in 


his second heat. Louis is 
believed to have been riding 
a four-valve Weslake powered 
machine. 

But if the New Zealander 
felt somewhat disappointed 
in the result, the estimated 
85,000 partisan spectators 
were delighted with Louis’ 
performance. It was the 
first time for 13 years that 
an Englishman had made the 
top three. 

Mauger, 35, was favourite 
to take the title but he could 


not strike the necessary 
form, despite undergoing a 
weight reducing programme 
and receiving the moral 
support of his elder brother 
Trevor, who flew from 
Christchurch to watch his 
first world final.

H2 MODS PERMITTED 
FOR PROD. RACING 
Certain modifications to 
piston port openings on 
Kawasaki H2 and H2A mod- 
les produced prior to mid- 
1974 are now permitted for 
production machine racing. 
Material can be removed 
from the top of the piston 
port openings corresponding 
to the transfer ports, provid- 
ing that the distance from the 
top of the cutaway to the 
crown of the piston meas- 
ured at the diameter, does ~ 
not measure less than 46.5 


mm. 

This NZACU ruling comes 
about because the replace- 
ment pistons being supplied 
by the manufacturer for the 
H2B models, produced after- 
mid-1974, carry the same 
part number prefixes as 
earlier model pistons and 
will be the only ones avail- 
able. 

Subsequent redesign of 
H2B models resulted in a 
different cutaway size. 
Alterationsto the cutaways 
of H2B models will not be 
permitted. The distance 
from the top of the cutaway 
to the crown of the piston, 
measured at the diameter, 
must not measure less than 
55mm. 


“NO” TO TWIN DISCS 

The NZACU has ruled that 
front wheel twin disc brake 
options will not be permitted 
in production machine rac- 
ing unless more than 20 
machines have been sold 
fitted with twin discs or 
unless all machines are 
being supplied in such trim. 
APPOINTMENT OF SCRUT- 
INEERS 

In order to ensure a reas- 
onable standard of consist- 
ency of machine examination 
in all districts, the NZACU 
has outlined a procedure for 
the appointment of scrutin- 
eers. 

Under the procedure, 
district scrutineers will be 
nominated by district 
stewards and approved by the 
NZACU Executive, and 
assistant scrutineers, to be 
supervised by the district 
scrutineer, will be appointed 
by individual clubs.

was particularly evident 
after having ridden the bike 
two-up and then riding 
solo. However, checking 
the head bearings revealed 
the problem — they were 
so tight that there was no 
free movement of the front 
end at all when it was 
Jacked up from the ground. 


GOOD MANNERS 


Apart from the tightness 
in the steering, the road 
manners of the G7T could 
not be faulted. It feels tight 
on winding roads and the 
suspension is stiff enough 
to make the most of good 
roads without jarring the 
rider's or pillion passen- 
ger's back bone. The rear 
spring rates are three-way 
adjustable for load. We 
found the middle setting an 
excellent compromise for 
overall use. 

Braking is well up to 
performance, with a 
130mm single leading shoe 
at the front and a 110mm at 


the rear providing the 
necessary slow down 
power. The front brake 


could perhaps do with a 
little more bite as quite a 
hefty pull was required to 


fully utilise its capabilities. 

The lighting, _unfortu- 
nately, does not match 
performance. The six-volt 
system works off a 6 amp/ 
hour battery with a 25 watt 
bulb in the headlamp which 
just doesn't provide 
enough illumination for 
open road riding at more 
than 30 mph. In unlit areas, 
oncoming traffic simply 
drowns out the G/7T’s 
feeble beam. The rear light 
is effective enough without 
being gaudy. 

One unusual point about 
the electrical system is the 
charge rate switch which 
can be found behind the 
left hand side cover. This 
regulator can be used to 
prevent the battery being 
overcharged when the bike 
is subjected to constant 
‘rapping’. 

Other features which will 
have wide appeal are the 
pleasantly muted exhaust 
note; the fully enclosed 
chaincase (which can be 
easily modified into a 
simple chrome chain 
guard); trip meter and a 
host of ‘extras’ which no 
longer seem to be extra. 

To our minds it could 
do with a carrier of some 
sort and a better headlight 


but these are common 
gripes. At a time when 
motor cycle prices are in a 
turmoil it would be mean- 
ingless to compare the 
price of a new G7T with its 
competitors. What we can 
say, however, is that the 
price was $669 at the time 
of writing and was expect- 
ed to rise to $699 in mid 
September. From there on 
it's anyone's guess but if 
you're interested you may 
Still be able to find the odd 
example around at even 
$639.
